Co-operation is 
key to solution 

Conestoga College and representatives of the two 
regional school boards need to work together so that 
high school graduates will be successful in college 
programs. 

According to Mike McClements, dean of technolo- 
gy at Conestoga, fewer than half of the 140 students 
entering electronics programs each year will gradu- 
ate. McClements lold the K-W Record Sept. 29, 
high school students do not have the appropriate 
level of math skills. 

High school marks of 85 per cent are translating 
into a first semester mark of 45 per cent 
On the first day of classes, technology students are 
tested to determine whether the students have the 
skills the college thinks a Grade 12 student should 
have. This fall the electronics technology students' 
average on these tests has fallen to 65 per cent. 
Conestoga cannot force students to take its math 
lest before accepting them into the program. 
Remedial high school math classes cannot be 
offered because the college doesn’t have the money 
to offer them and the students do not have fir 
take the classes. 

This situation is unfair to students who find them- 
selves unprepared after being accepted into a college 
program and it is also unfair to [he college which 
loses grant money and tuition. 

Mike McClements’ idea to offer two-hour tutorials 
each week to students who need help with math 
problems Is a good one. But it doesn't solve the 
problem. 

College faculty and high school teachers and guid- 
ance counsellors should continue to discuss the 
strengths and weaknesses of the high school curricu- 
lum so high schools are aware of changes being 
made to college programs to meet the demands of 
employers. 

They should also assess the standards of the high 
school marking system so that high school marks 
more closely reflect a student's ability. 

This spring the faculty at Conestoga participated in 
a review of the new grades II and 12 math and 
English curriculum that is currently being devel- 
oped. They made suggestions on how the curriculum 
could be improved to better prepare students for col- 
[ege programs. This is another positive step in findr 
ing a solution to the problem. 

But the reality is that the workplace is demanding 
highly skilled workers and high schools will have to 
continue to increase standards. 

College president John Tibbits told the Record 
Sept. 30 it is a false perception to believe that col- 
leges exist solely for the general-level high school 
graduate. He said colleges are to train students of all 
academic levels. 

There arc plenty of programs for general level stu- 
dents at the college, said Tibbits, but increasingly the 
high-tech fields such as electronics and robotics are 
for those who excel academically. 

High schools and colleges will have to continue to 
vork together to solve this problem.
